The conditions of recognition are 
that regarding the fu tu re of Russia 
the governm ent agrees to convoke 
and accept the verdict of a genuine 
constituent assembly, likewise th a t 
the League of nations covenant and 
consequences affecting the b o u n d ar­ 
ies of the form er empire are to be 
accepted. The constituent assembly 
is to determine the form of govern­ 
ment of Russia. 
The various anti-Bolshevik gov­ 
e rnm ents springing up in different 
parts of Russia have largely com- 
| bined under the leadership of Kol­ 
chak and Denekine, who with vol­ 
unteer arm ies have defeated the en­ 
emy in many hard fought battles 
and have greatly reduced the extent 
i of 
territory 
held 
by 
Lenine 
and 
Trotsky. They have long sought rec­ 
ognition 
by 
the 
allies 
and 
their

severely 
from the lack of rolling stock, and 
m anufacturing, 
sm eltin g and 
m in­ 
ing 
industries 
were 
operating 
on 
part time. 
A 
visit w as m ade to 
Tampico 
where 
the 
situation 
iii 
the oil fields was show n to be un­ 
settled. 
The excursionists 
were 
every­ 
where given a courteous and cordial 
reception. 
T he 
crops 
seem ed 
to 
bo 
good 
and 
it 
was 
reported 
to 
m em bers of 
the 
party 
that 
they 
were 
better 
than 
they 
had 
been 
for 
several 
years 
past. 
T hese statem en ts are taken from 
a report made to the National A s­ 
sociation for the Protection of A m ­ 
erican R igh ts in Mexico by a m em ­

writes that “ the conditions iii Mex­ 
ico are still far from normal, but 
sufficient 
im provem ent 
has 
been 
noted during the last few' m onths 
j to warrant an effort oward estab­ 
lishing m ore active com m ercial re­ 
lations.” 
Do Not F avor I livest m oot. 
"The m ajority of the excursion­ 
ists, howt ver, are not 
inclined to 
favor the im m ediate investm ent of 
capital 
in Mexico. They believe a 
better plan is to cultivate closer so­ 
cial 
illa tio n s 
with 
the 
Mexicans, 
study their needs and cu stom s and 
lay the foundation for the business 
which they feel certain w ill com e 
from Mexico. 
"I believe one of tw o things will 
happen in Mexico within the next 
year or two, says th e report. Kit hei­ 
n ie 
Mexican 
people 
will 
stabilize 
conditions sufficiently to give ade­ 
quate protection to foreign capital 
arid industries! or it will be done for 
them . T he reason is obvious. 
Mexl 
co has much that the world needs 
and needs badly. 
It is, therefore, 
reasonable

world will secure these necessities. 
"Carranza is unpopular w'ith prac­ 
tically all classes except those w-ho 
have been able to profit from the 
I spoils of otfiee.

ment that he would not do so has 
been questioned. 
Sentim ent Has Changed. 
"Public sentim ent

The M exicans realize 
now' that they m isjudged this cou n ­ 
try and ffiave a most w holesom e re­ 
spect for our fighting ability. Ger­ 
man influence has slum ped m aterial­ 
ly and not in years has the sen ti­ 
ment,

portant com m ercial interests, been 
so favorable to better business re­ 
lations with the United States. 
"General 
conditions 
were 
found 
to be .better than expected. Few ev­ 
idences of acute suffering or w a r t 
wore 
seen. 
M anufacturing, 
m ining 
and sm eltin g industries w'ere found 
operating on part time. 
"Second in im portance to the re­ 
storation of order throughout Mex­ 
ico. 
is rolling stock 
for the rail­ 
roads. 
T he rails and roadbeds over 
which w'e w’ere escorted j'are in good 
condition, 
considering 
the 
years 
of 
revolution 
through 
which 
the 
country 
has 
passed, 
but

"Many banks throughout th e re­ 
public have been forced to close, the 
governm ent seizing all the m oney.

ment institutions is essential. It is 
equally 
im portant, 
m any 
business 
leaders 
asserted, 
that 
American 
financial concerns establish branch 
banks in Mexico, thus m aking long 
time credits possible and facilitating 
the transaction of business betw een 
the two countries. 
High and Unjust Taxes. 
"The situation at 
Tampico con­ 
tinues unsettled. Interests there are 
subject to high and unjust taxes and 
tin' 
governm ent 
is condem ned 
for 
not 
providing 
adequate 
protection 
from bandit activities. 
At thet sam e 
tim e the m ajority o r 'th e American 
concerns there also severely critic­ 
ize 
their own 
governm ent 
for al­ 
low ing such 
a state of affairs to 
continue w ithout 
taking action 
to 
help them. Robberies 
and 
bandit 
outrages in this region are frequent, 
as shown by press reports. 
"M exico Citv show s little effect 
outw ardly of the 
battles

there during the revolutions. There 
Is no sem blance of any business de-1

outsider, 
although 
an 
investigation 
reveals 
practical­ 
ly no constructive work being done 
and that com m ercial operations are 
seriously handicapped by the lack 
of adequate banking facilities and 
railway rolling stock.
